Re-hear Missouri Cases 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 29 — 
A petition for a re-hearing of the fa­ 
mous Missouri river rate case was 
filed by the railroads today in the 
supreme court of the United States. 
This stays the mandate handed down 
agaihst the railroads on May 31 until 
next October, when the petition will 
be heard. 
The case involved the action of the 
interstate comerce commission in re­ 
ducing the through rates from the 
Atlantic seaboard to Missouri river 
cities. 
Reasons given in the petition for 
re-hearing, included the claim that 
the report accepted the finding of

ZEPPELIN BUILDS 
SMALLER AIRSHIP 


BERLIN, June 29.— Count Zeppe­ 
lin, builder of the airliner Deutsch­ 
land, which wa? wrecked 
yesterdav, 
though heart broken over the unfor­ 
tunate ending of the third cruise of 
the big dirigible, is still undaunted 
and declared today he would begin 
at once the construction of another 
ship, half the size of the Deutsch­ 
land, but which would be capable of 
carrying 40 passengers. 
Zeppelins 
backer 
said 
today: 
“The most striking feature of yes­ 
terdays trip was not 
the 
accident 
that disabled the ship, but the fact 


that she was able to weather 
the 
storm for ten hours. No airship of 
any other type would have dared to 
ascend in such a wind as we went up 
In, and certainly no 
other airship 
could have gone through such 
a 
hurricane.” 


It developed today that one of the 
members of the Deutschland’s crew 
named Hohenstein jumped from the
